‘‘Upon the capture of the positions in 
the vicinity of Ying Kao I sent Cols. 
F ukushim a and M uraki to inform the 
English and Am erican consuls th a t the 
place had been captured by my arm y, 
Which, I inform ed them , would under­

foreigners, and therefore there w as no 
need of anxiety. I also inquired if there 
had been any trouble during the fight­ 
ing. They were very th ankful for our 
care of them and prom ised to reassure 
the foreigners. 
The consuls and the 
com m anders of the w arships requested 
us to telegraph to their m inisters and 
adm irals th a t all the foreigners were 
quite safe, whigh we prom ised to do. 
The foreigners appear to be kindly dis­ 
posed tow ard our 
arm y.

strictly forbidden any Chinese from

guarded by 600 Japanese. The English 
and A m erican officers have thanked 
us for our police m easures.
